Ile said that he 
procured a six-ounce phial of 
strychnine for Mrs. Mathews, that 
she gave it to her husband but that 
the effect of the overdose was that 
the deadly poison did not do its work. 
A second dose, Chapman declares, 
was given on the night of December 
Oth. Tt failed to take immediate ef- 
fect, said Chapman, so Mrs. Mathews 
tried to smother her husband in the 
bed clothes. The unfortunate man 
broke away and ran down stairs to 
try to secure an antidote for the poi- 
son. When he was called in, Chap- 
man said that he found Mathews lying 
on ‘the floor of his dining room in 
his night shirt.

At the evening session of the Pres- 
byterian synod, Rev. Mr. Romanes 
of Calgary delivered a most interest- 
ing address on “The Layman’s View 
of Preaching.”

the life to come, failed to attract’ the 
younger portion, Then again. there 
were so many -people of different re- 
ligions that found the Presbyterian 
Church the nearest to their own—it 
was ao marvel that among the fresh 
graduates there were not some fail- 
ures, but more failures. 

The easy sermon to preach was that 
which pointed out the sins of the con- 
gregation; but this should never form

more than part of a sermon, ‘The 
vrosser. sinners did not frequent 
churches and the congregation did not 


like to be acewsed of sins of which 
they were innocent. In the ideal con- 
gregation everyone should have some 
work to do and the sermons should 
not be a “wild blast of the trumpet, 
but a gentle voice calling men to be 
up and doing something for the good 
of their fellow-men”

Romanes said there were two views 
generally accepted, the “laisser faire” 
attitude and “abolition.”

Clemens (Mark Twain), had brought 
him a fortune of $1,000,000, despite 
the fact the author: had suffered many 
heavy reverses. This amount was the 
estimate made by a member of Har- 
per & Bros, Mr. Clements’ publishers 
for the last ten years, 

It was explained that approximately 
5,000,000 of Mark ‘Twain's books have 


been published in’ America — alone, 


while they were translated and pub- 
lished in numerous foreign languages. 
ven at this time, it was said, the 
works of Mark ‘Twain sell more rapid- 
ly than those of any other author 
living or dead,

On the same authority it was said 
that Mr. Clemens received more per 
word for his short stories and higher 
royalties on his books than any other 
author of recent times. His income 
in recent years was cnormous and it is 
believed most of it was invested pro- 
fitably. At the time of the organiza- 
tion of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration in igor, Mr. Clemens made 
some investments in the stock of the 
corporation at the advice of his friend, 
Henry H. Rogers. It is denied, how- 
ever, that he made a fortune in Wall 
Street. 

Some Work Not Published. 

It became known today that Mr. 
Clemens left unpublished — several 
manuscripts besides that of his un- 
finished biography. ‘hese, which are 
in the hands of a few close friends, 
publishers, and editors, had not been 
offered for publication. Together with 
several scraps and pieces of unfinish- 
ed material, the author had given these 
manuscripts oyer into the hands of 
these literary executors to be disposed 
of after his death as they saw fit. 

Ihis) autobiography, which he —be- 
gan ina haphazard sort of way a year 
or so ato, and portions of which have 
een published, still remains to be pub- 
lished in completeness. But this, too, 
is in no-sense a complete work. Mark 
Twain went at it in a cursory way, 
writing abit here and a bit there with 
no regard for continuity. It was said 
today that the final addition to his 
biography- was made before this last 
trip to Bermuda. Jt was a_ brief 
chapter telling of the death of his 
daughter Jean, who was found dead in 
a bathtub at the author’s Redding 
home on the day before Christmas. 

Those acquainted with the author's 
business affairs said that with the ex- 
ception of a few minor bequests to 
close friends and relatives his will pre; 
vides that his daughter Clara, Mrs. 
Gabrilowitsch, shall be the legatee of 
all his estate. Mr. Clemens altered 
his will after the death of his daughter 
Jean,
